oegan mailing out sample ballots for 
the primaries. The exact number of 
envelopes required by the registration 
of 8anta Ana was 4629. 
To get the 
actual number of registered 
voters, 
several dozen must be added to this 
total for the reason that sample bal­ 
lots are not malled to those who have 
registered 
’independent” 
or “Pro­ 
gressive,'' or who have 
declined to 
state party affiliation. 
As yet the totals for the other pre­ 
cincts of the county are not obtain­ 
able. They will be made out as rap­ 
idly as the sample ballots are ready 
to be mailed,

It is estimated

ued at 960,000 to 970,000, were con­ 
sumed in Los Angeles this 
season.

News, was in Santa Ana this morn­ 
ing on hts way to Ban Diego. He rep­ 
resents the irrigation Districts Asso­ 
ciation of California, of Which the re­ 
cently formed Imperial district la a 
member, and is working in behalf of 
Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 
which is to be voted on at the gen­ 
eral election in November.

know that there 
have been 
some unfortunate experiences with ir­ 
rigation Districts in this part of the 
state,” said Cowen in ‘ an 
interview 
with the Register this morning, “but 
they were due largely to the fact that 
there was no supervision of the op­ 
erations of the first districts that were 
organized and many of them 
were 
formed w na out a 
aolid 
basis 
for 
their existence. A few years ago we 
organized two new districts 
In 
the 
San Joaquin valley—the 
South San 
Joaquin 
and 
Oakdale 
districts—to 
take over and enlarge a private sys­ 
tem taking water from the Stanislaus 
river. 
We soon found that it would 
be practically impossible 
to market 
our bonds, because of 
the 
general 
distrust of such securities, 
and we 
Bet to work to remedy the situation, 
and have done so well that the en­ 
larged systems of these districts are 
over half completed. 
“We knew that the 
Modesto and 
Turlock districts in Stanislaus coun- 


systems, greatly Increases property 
values, wa felt that Irrigation district 
bonds, lf properly safeguarded, ought 
to be gllt-edge securities. 
"Accordingly we wmt to the legis­ 
lature and asked that, before a dis­ 
trict could Issue bonds that were to 
have ma legal privileges

bonds, It must submit to an exam­ 
ination by a state commission com­ 
posed of the 
Attorney-General, 
the 
State Engineer and the Superintend­ 
ent of Banks. 
After * these experts 
have pasded upon the legal, engineer­ 
ing and financial problems involved, 
the bonds may be Issued, and they 
are than recorded with 
the 
State 
Controller, who places upon them a 
certificate, showing that the law has 
been complied with. The Honda then

companies,

panies and the state 
school funds, 
and may be used for any purpose for 
which any other bonds may be used 
in this state, with the single excep­ 
tion of security tor the repayment of

"We asked for that privilege, and 
the legislature was willing to grant It,

of the kinds of bonds that must be 
deposited as security

Therefore a 
constitutional 
amendment was necessary, and 
the

provision of the constitution with the 
addition of irrigation district bonds 
to the list of bonds enumerated in it. 
With the restrictive legislation now 
in force, we believe this is a wise 
and safe policy.
